Mr,    Jamea  McKnight,    representing   the  San  Francisco 
Building    and   Construction  Trades   Council,    then  presented 
a   copy   of  the  Board   of  Supervisors'  Resolution  No^   3419, 
outlining  the  wage   scale  for  priuate   employment  on 
public   contracts^    and   requested  that  the  Park  Commiaaionera 
be  guided  accordingly   in  fixing  the  wage   ratea   of 
park   employeea  whoae  tradea   were   represented  therein, 

Mr,    McKnight   was  followed  by  Supervisor  {Jeorge  R, 
Reilly,   who  mentioned  that  he  was  appearing  merely  aa 
an   interested  private  citizen  and  not   in  his   official 
capacity,    and  who   also   stressed  his   desire  to    see  park 
employees   receive  an   assured  annual  wage   commensurate 
with  the  present   cost   of  living. 

It   being   evident   that   the  matter   of  a  fixed   wage 

was   uppermost    in  the  mind  of  Supervisor  Reilly  and 

other  labor   representatives.    Commissioner  Lermen 

requested  and   received  permission  of  the  Board  to 

address  the  following   remarks  to  Mr,   Reillyt 

"My  felloW'Commis si  oners  and  myself  are  firmly 
convinced  that   the  payment  of  an    jssured 
annual   wage   to   the   laborers   of  the   Park 
Commission  would   solve   many  of  our  problems* 
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"I  have  been  following   with   interest  a  series 
of  articles   regarding  the   efforts   of  the  Hormel 
packing   Company  to   solve   a  similar  problem  by 
the   same  means.        Within   the  last  few  days, 
Hormel  has   testified  before  the   United  States 
Senate  Committee^    I  think,   as  I  read   in  one   of 
the  papers   yesterday  or  the  day  before.      It 
occurred  to  me  that   a  splendid   solution  to   the 
problem  of  the  per  diem  man   could  be  met   in 
our   case   in  the  same  way  as  Hormel's   case, 
because  our  work  is   seasonal,      in   the  summertime 
there  are  more  days   they  can   work,    in  the  winter^ 
time  when   the   rains   come  there  are  fewer  days 
they   can  work,    and  I  feel,    as   you  feel,    ever 
since   reading   the  Hormel  article,    that    if  the 
worker  could  be  assured  a  definite  annual  wage 
he  could   budget   his   expenses  accordingly, 

"Now  then,    our  Commission  discussed  this  matter 
many,   many  times,    and  because  I  was   very 
interested   in  working  out   a  new  plan   of  thai 
kind,    some  three   or  four  weeks  ago   -  three 
weeks,   Andrew?  -  j  appeared  before  the  Mayor, 
with  Mr,    Andrew  Gallagher,   Mr,    John  McLaughlin 
and  Mr,    Boyle,      Mr.    Secretary,    that    report, 
please,        I  have  a   report  here,    and  I  think   it 
will   serve  to  give  you   the  picture   of  the 
problem  that   confronts   us    in  our  honest 
endeavor   to  arrive.    Just   as  you  say,    at  a  monthly 
wage  which  will   be  fair   under  all    circumstances, 

"Well,    in  that  meeting   before  the  Mayor   it 
developed  that   there  was   quite   a  difference 
between   the   reports   as  prepared  by  Mr,    John 
McLaughlin   and  Mr,    Doyle   and   others    representing 
the   Union,    and   others  ve  had   received  from  our 
Secretary,      Mr,    Gallagher  was   kir^    enough   to 
either   Justify  or  excuse   it   on  the  grounds   of  a 
miscalculation   on   the  part   of  our  Secretary^ 
in  any   event  I  found  that   we  had   not   agreed 
upon   the  facts,    I  recognized  that   there  was  no 
chance  of  our  getting   anywhere  until   we   did  so, 
because  without    thai   as   a   starting  point   we 
would-   simply  argue   our  heads   off  without   getting 
anywhere.

"in  determining  whether  a  present  or  proposed 
use  of  property   is  a  nuisance,   many  factors 
must  be  considered.       "The  law   relating   to 
private  nuisances   is   one  of  degree,     A   use 
that  would  be   reasonable  under  one  set  of 
facts  might  be  unreasonable  under  another.  " 
(Mcintosh    V,    Bremmer,    68  Cal.    App.    770,    777^ 
See  note  to  Motoramp,    Garage  Co.    v.    Tacoma, 
42  A.L,R.   691.)     Although  the   extent  to   which 
the  proposed  building  would  be   "indecent  or 
offensive  to   the  senses,    or  an  obstruction  to 
the  free  use  of  property,    so  as  to   interfere 
with  the  comfortable   enjoyment   of  life  or 
property"  (sec,    3479,    Civ.    Code),    cannot  be 
definitely  measured,    a  number  of  witnesses 
testified  that  the  structure  would  substant" 
ially  depreciate  the  value  and  desirability 
not   only  of  plaintiff's  property,    but  also  of 
all   the  property  similarly  situated  along 
Marina  boulevard.     As   the  only  building  along 
a  narrow  strip  of  parkway   it  would  draw 
unusual  attention,    no  matter  how  artistic   its 
design  and  construction  might  be.      It  was 
further  shown  that  unsanitary  conditions 
usually  prevail   in  such  buildings,    resulting 
in  disagreeable  odors  which  would   sometimes 
blow  across  the  park  toward  the   respondent's 
home.      This   evidence,    considered  as  a  whole, 
sufficiently  shows  that  a  building  erected 
at  the  place  and   in  the  manner  proposed  would 
be  a  nuisance,    and  supports  the  finding  of 
the   trial   court.      Therefore,    unless   the

"The   charter  of  San  Francisco  grants  to   the  park 
commission  the  exclusive  control  and  management 
of  parks,    including  the  exclusive   right    "to 
erect  and  to   superintend  the  erection  of 
buildings,"     (Sec.    41,)  Appellant  argues   that 
the  authority  thus  given   is  not   subject  to 
judicial   interference  or  revision.      However,    it 
may  not   be   exercised  in  such  manner  as  to 
create  a  nuisance.      (Lind  v.    City  of  San  Luis 
Obispo,    109  Cal.    340;     Peterson   v.    City  of 
San-ta  Rosa,    119  Cal.   367;  Adams   v.    City  of 
Modesto,    131   cal.

"Appellant  also   relies  on  Section  3482  of  the 
Civil   Code,    which  provides:    "Nothing  which   is 
done  or  maintained  under  the   express  authority 
of  a  statute   can  be  deemed  a  nuisance,  " 
However,    the  authority  for  the  construction  of 
the  new  building   is  not   express,    (people   v. 
Olenn^Colusa  Irr.  Dist.,    127  Cal,   App.    30,   36; 
People  v.    City  of  Reedley,   66  Cal.   App.   409, 
413.)      "A   statutory  sanction   cannot  be  pleaded 
in  justification  of  acts  which  by  the  general 
rules  of  law  constitute  a  nuisance,    urless  the 
acts   complained  of  are  authorized  by   the  express 
terms  of  the  statute  under  which  the  j'ustif" 
ication   is  made,    or  by  the  plainest  and  most 
necessary  implication  from  the  powers  expressly 
conferred,    so   that   it   can  be  fairly  stated  that 
the  legislature  contemplated  the  doing  of  the 
very  act  which  occasions  the  injury,  "  (46,    cor.

Commissioner  Lermen  stated  to  Mr,    Ross   hia 
views   as  to    the  agreement  tc   be  entered   into  with  the 
Cluba  by   the  Park  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  the 
three  Club  Houses,      Mr,    Ross  had    expressed  hinself  as 
being  fully    in  accord  with  Mr,    Lernen's   views,    and   stated
